Nut Culture. 

Nut culture promises to be a recog¬ 
nized industry in this country within 
a few years." Many groves of chestnuts 
have been started, and along the I’a- 
eifio coast, filbert culture is being con¬ 
sidered. In the last three months of 
1895, France alone sent us $295,890.85 
worth of nuts, of which $84,529.70 went! 
for walnuts. Spain sent $47,430.28 
wortli of nuts, mostly filberts and al¬ 
monds. Italy sent $93,017.79 worth— 
about $5,000 wortli of almonds and the 
rest nearly equally divided between 
filberts anil chestnuts. These figures 
cover only one-quarter of the year, and 
it is evident that there is an opening 
here for the American nut grower ‘to 
add to his revenue. 

Odils ami Ends. 

If it is not convenient to fill flannel 
bags for the sick room with sand, bran 
will answer ttie purpose very well and 
will retain the heat a long time. 

Wormwood boiled iu vinegar and ap¬ 
plied as hot as can be borne on a 
sprain or bruise, is an invaluable rem¬ 
edy. Tile affected member should 
afterward be rolled in flannel to retain 
the heat. 

Before commencing to seed raisins, 
after the stems are removed, cover the 
fruit with very hot water and let it 
stand a few moments. Drain the 
water off and the seeds may then be re¬ 
moved quite easily. 

Grapes are excellent for leanness, 
therefore may be Indulged in freely, 
and in tlie winter small doses of cod 
liver oil, commencing with a teaspoon¬ 
ful immediately after a meal, will often 
assist materially in producing flesh. 

When unfortunate enough to spill hot 
grease upon the top of a clean, white 
kitchen table, quickly pour cold water 
upon it and that will cool it at once. 
Tliis prevents the wood from absorbing 
the grease, which tli u can be easily re¬ 
moved.

“Yes, there is one man I 
fear. Strango I never thought of it till 
ye put the question; yes, his own broth¬ 
er, o’ tho same blood, born of tho same 
mother—Angus Macgillivray, flesher in 
the Flesh market Close.

If this process is incomplete, 
all the attendant evils of indigestion are 
likely to follow. Thus the question of 
health is interposed as a primary one. 
Freedom from aches and pains and ap- 
pearance take secondary places. 

“Of the many forms of neuralgia 
which cause such excruciating suffering 
a great many owe their existence entire¬ 
ly to the presense of faulty teeth. They 
can bo remedied only by the proper 
treatment of the diseased roots. When 
this is done, a number of nervous disor¬ 
ders respond readily to the ordinary 
medical treatment. Toothache, pure and 
simple, must lie considered as an attend¬ 
ant of improperly cared for teeth. It is 
an old saying that the man who finds 
an absolute remedy for and preventive 
of toothache will make a big fortune. 

“Of course the primary instruction 
to one who is suffering from bud teeth is 
to see a dentist The exposed surface of 
the teeth, the enamel, must be kept per¬ 
fect and whole.

Spalding Telia How He Waa Abla to 
Place the llall Anywhere. 

“Before I joir.ed the Boston Red 
Stockings,” said A. G. Spalding re¬ 
cently, “I used to go np to the bat with 
the solo object in view of hitting the 
ball from tho shoulder as hard as I 
could, without any idea as to wliat part 
of the field it would go or on tho 
ground or in the air. All I thought of 
was to ‘knock it out of the lot,' as the 
boys say. But I soon found that there 
was something more in hatting than 
that I think I got my first idea of 
whut batting should be from defending 
my wicket in cricket when wo went to 
England on that baseball tour in 1874. 
At any rate, I got into tho habit of try¬ 
ing to plaeo the ball, instead of hitting 
at random, and from that time I real¬ 
ized that to try to tap the ball to right 
field over tho heads of tho inflelders 
and short of the catching reach of the 
outfielders was nlmnt the right caper. 

“The new method of handling the 
bat, I remember, camo to mo all of » 
sudden. I had been for some mouths 
batting very poorly while hitting from 
the shoulder, a base hit being the result 
in about eight of ten times at tho bat, 
and even less. Ouo day 1 thought I 
would try something different, and, get¬ 
ting some one to pitch swift balls to me, 

I went in for tapping them to right field 
so that they would fall safe, and after a 
few trials np went my hatting average 
of base hits at a jump, nnd especially 
did my hitting prove useful when run¬ 
ners were on tho bases. Tho boys be¬ 
gan to want me to follow them at tho 
bat, because I hit so as to bat them 
round toward home. Then it was that | 
I first practically realized that a swift¬ 
ly pitched hall to the bat which was 
just tapped by tho bat—that is, hit 
lightly, hut not like a ‘bunt’—would go 
to the field, sharp from tho bat, with 
surprising speed; besides which, I could 
govern its direction better than it was 
possible in hitting it from the shoulder, 
as before. 

“Talking of swift pitching,” contin¬ 
ued Mr. Spalding, “I used to think that 
wo old time pitchers could send in a 
pretty speedy ball under tlio rule of tlio 
underhand throw, but none of us ever 
equaled tho speed of the cyclone pi tell¬ 
ing of tho present timo which comes 
from tho regular overhand throw. Then, 
too, witli all our practice, wo could not 
command tho ball in delivery, as is pos¬ 
sible in overhand throwing.”—New 
York Times. 


ATOMS OF ELECTRICITY. 

Calculation Tlmt Seem* Incomprehensible 
to the Average Intelligence. 

Have you any idea what “an atom of 
electricity” would look, feel, taste or 
smell like*? lu short, liuvo you a mind 
that is capable of imagining what such 
an infinitesimal division of the incom¬ 
prehensible “fluid” would bo?

The writer has spent his life “dclv- 1 
ing in the realms of the wonderful, ” 
yet he is free to confess that he has no ; 
more of ail idea what un atom of elec¬ 
tricity would he than he has of wluit is 
to be understood by (lie words "soul” i 
and “eternity.” But there are those 
who have been spending hours, days and 
weeks exploring and investigating in the 
bottomless ocean of electrical mysteries, 
and who have arrived at seme startling 
conclusions. That such a thing as “an 
atom of electricity” exists has been be¬ 
lieved in by a number of eminent elec¬ 
tricians and philosophers, among them 
the honored Helmholtz and our own j 
Thomas A. Edison. 

Working on tho theories advanced by 
the former, Professor Rieharz, a well ! 
known Europemi investigator, has made 
■oino experiments in that lino that have : 
stui Kcd even tlio electricians—men who 
come in daily contact with things of the 
most wonderful nature. According to a 
recent determination of Professor Rich- 1 
arz, the smallest possible quantity of 
electricity—that which may properly be 
termed "an atom”—is such that 430 • 
multiplied by 1,000,000 three times— 
that is to say, by the cube of 1,000,000 
—will give the number of atoms in a 
coulomb of electricity.—St. Louis Re¬ 
public.

“That man is a shipper,” rmarked a 
police officer to u Star writer a few 
mornings since, ‘‘iindho anil his class 
give us any amount of troublo. If ho 
stole, we could reach him by tho law, 
but as ho only finds, wo cannot easily 
reach him. ” In further explanation, ho 
said: “A slopper is a man who searches 
through tlio garbage cans in tho alleys 
in tho rear of hotels, hoarding houses 
and private houses. Some only search 
for spoons, knives aud forks that are 
thrown into tho garbage receptacle by 
careless servants, for it is a fact that 
there are more silver spoons uud knives 
and forks thrown away with the gar¬ 
bage than are stolen by servants, though 
the contrary is generally believed.
